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THE NEW YORK WORLD'S FAIR 


“Building the World of Tomorrow” 


The New York World's Fair dramatically and appropriately celebrates 
the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the inauguration of George 
Washington as the first president of the new American Nation under the 
Federal Constitution. New York City was the first Capital of the Federal 
Government and so it was here, on April 30, 1789, that Washington took 
the oath of office. In his inaugural address he exhorted his distinguished 
audience to concentrate their attentions and activities upon “‘the discernment 
and pursuit of the public good.’ It is thus that the Fair, in keeping with the 
events that it commemorates, in a variety of ways glorifies and exalts de- 
mocracy, her freedoms and opportunities. 


The site chosen for the exposition is a 1216'4 acre tract in New York 
City in the borough of Queens, not far from the geographical and population 
centers of the great Metropolis. The area extends almost three and one-half 
miles southeastward from Flushing Bay to Union Turnpike in Kew Gardens 
and is more than a mile wide between Lawrence and 11th Streets. The 
City of New York acquired the tract at a cost of more than seven million 
dollars and leased it to the Fair Corporation for the duration of the exposition. 
The preparation of the site was the largest single reclamation project ever 
undertaken in Eastern United States and its story is a romantic saga of modern 
engineering. The fountains, lakes landscaping and imposing buildings are 
splendid evidence of great engineering problems solved, and of this vast 
undertaking which from blue-prints became reality in such an unbelievably 
short time. Bold and undefeatable is the combination of experience and 
courage, for here have been accomplished feats of skill which many said were 
impossible. 


Because of the nearness of the City of Skyscrapers, it was deemed ad- 
visable to make the Fair, by way of contrast, an Exposition of largely one- 
story buildings with characteristics which fit in with the special function for 
which each building was designed, for example, the powder box on the 
Maison Coty Building, the twin ship's prows on the Building of Marine Trans- 
portation, the hangar-shaped Aviation Building, and so on. The Board of 
Design, with their aim of “‘unity without uniformity,”’ by the judicious use of 
color, sculpture, murals, lighting and appropriate landscaping, and of all 
factors usually considered merely as decorations, have conceived a Fair which 
is the superb achievement of a bold and befitting plan. 


The New York World's Fair is planned to be “‘everyman's fair’’ — 
showing the way towards improvement of all the factors contributing to 
human welfare. From this arose the theme of the entire Exposition: ‘Building 
the World of Tomorrow," presenting a new layout for a richer life, predicting 
and even indicating the shape of things to come, at the same time showing the 
vital necessity of enlightened co-operation among all nations, peoples and 
classes, 


The Fair is laid out in three general zones, one for the main exhibits, 
one for the government, and one for amusements. It can be reached by any 
of the three city subway systems, by the Long Island Railways, by many 
motor parkways and by boat. 


Here is the work of many minds and many hands. ‘The World of 
Tomorrow” is on view today.

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THE TRYLON AND PERISPHERE is the Theme Center of the Fair. 
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THE GEORGE WASHINGTON STATUE is a heroic piece of sculpture by James E. Fraser, one of the dominating factors on beautiful 
Constitution Mall. The Fair celebrates the 150th anniversary of the inauguration of George Washington as first president 
of the United States in the City of New York. 


THE FEDERAL GOVERNMENT BUILDING stands at the head of the Court of Peace; the two massive towers signify the judiciary and 


legislative branches of the government and the thirteen columns between indicate the thirteen original states. What the 


government does for us is demonstrated within by the aid of 115 dioramas. 


THE LAGOON OF NATIONS located on Constitution Mall just before the Court of Peace, is 2 thrillingly beautiful display of sparkling waters 


and charming reflections. 


THE LEAGUE OF NATIONS BUILDING is surmounted by a circular turret, symbol of 
Unity. The pentagonal design of its base represents the five races of mankind, and 
the Exhibit presents the universal desire for peace and unity among nations.

THE CASINO OF NATIONS is one of the Fair’s many delightful refreshment spots where 


delicacies of all nations tempt the appetite and refresh the Fair Visitor.

THE PAVILION OF GREAT BRITAIN is located on Presidential Row, south, and consists of 

two buildings connected at a first floor level. Notable among its many exhibits is the Magna 

Charta in the original manuscript from the Lincoln Cathedral, Replicas of the Crown Jewels, 
a restaurant and a theatre showing scenes of British Life.

THE CANADIAN BUILDING is constructed almost entirely of Canadian materials and 
features an architectural style typical of the young and virile country. The exhibits 
include murals, dioramas, heroic statuary and pictorial graphs.

THE PAN AMERICAN UNION is sponsored by twenty-one republics together with major 
industrial concerns engaged in Pan American business. Here are presented the ties 
which bind the American Continents together both politically and commercially.

THE PERU BUILDING in the Hall of Nations presents the land of the Incas, looking back 


over a civilization 3000 years old in a background of Peruvian colonial architecture. 
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THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA in the Central American Section of the Hall of Nations 
presents sugar cane — cigars — gaiety —- emphasizing the island's progress 
and contributions to modern advancement. 


THE BUILDING OF PORTUGAL in its garden setting, depicts the political, social, and 
economic aims of the nation, and a backward glance at its glorious achievements 
and discoveries of the past. Columbus Hall is a notable feature.

THE ROUMANIAN BUILDING is devoted to the art of living, to Roumanian industry 
and agriculture. It displays Roumanian textiles, ceramics, rugs, furniture, 


painting and sculpture and features a Roumanian Restaurant 
serving native food by chefs from Bucharest. 
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THE POLISH PAVILION emphasizes by historical exhibits the 148th anniversary of the 
signing of the Polish Constitution and the democratic traditions that rest upon it. 
Polish Science and Art are featured in other displays, and a restaurant 

serves unusual foods and beverages. 


THE ITALIAN PAVILION features Science. with a statue of Marconi and a special exhibit 
of his work. Italian industry and social advance are also demonstrated. 
Of interest is the 200-foot waterfall which cascades down the building’s face.

THE JAPANESE BUILDING stresses Japan’s history, culture and relations with the 
United States, in a pavilion modeled after an ancient Shinto Shrine. It contains 
a $1,000,000 model of the Liberty Bell made of silver, pearls, and diamonds.

THE SWEDISH BUILDING is located in the Food Zone. It contains an excellent restaurant and 
exhibits portraying Swedish life and social progress. Its garden and pool will remain as a 


permanent part of Flushing Meadows Park. 
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THE TURKISH PAVILION also located in the Food Zone features a bazaar and restaurant 
group. Native artisans are shown in colorful booths making copper 
and brass bowls and jugs, doing leather work and weaving rugs. 


THE CZECHOSLOVAKIAN BUILDING was completed by Friends in America organized 


into a Citizen’s Committee, who following the lead of the State Department in 


Washington do not recognize the absorption of Czechoslovakia by Germany. 
The progress of the country during its twenty-five years existence is 
the central theme.

THE NETHERLANDS PAVILION is surrounded by a brilliant garden of 65,000 tulips.

and government set forth by murals, photographs and charts.

THE DENMARK PAVILION in the Hall of Nations, north, demonstrates strikingly the 
nation’s achievements in industry, education, security and social welfare. 


There are special displays of porcelain and silverware. 


THE UNION OF SOVIET SOCIALIST REPUBLICS BUILDING can’t be missed. The marble 
tower surmounted by a stainless steel figure stands 15 stories high. The exhibits are 
equally ambitious and include a full-size replica of one section of the Moscow 
Subway Station, also dealing with folk art, industry, agriculture, 
crafts and sciences. 


THE LITHUANIA-JAPAN-SOVIET BUILDING in the Hall of Nations has an exhibit which 


deals with Soviet Government and its functions. 
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THIS VIEW OF CONSTITUTION MALL BY NIGHT presents the 2000-ft. esplanade in all its beauty of softly glowing colors, trees, shrubs and 


tinkling fountains.

THE COURT OF PEACE, dominated by the imposing Federal Building of the United States Government and on either side the eight buildings 


comprising the Hall of Nations, where foreign countries present official exhibits apart from their buildings. 
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THE PENNSYLVANIA BUILDING in the Court of States is an authentic replica of Inde- 
pendence Hall at Philadelphia. The building is divided into three parts, The Hall of 
Democracy, The Hall of Tradition, and the Hall of Progress, emphasizing natural, 
human, and industrial resources. 


A SECTION OF THE COURT OF STATES, showing in architecture and atmosphere how 
authentically colonial these buildings reflect the cultural influences which existed on 
the North American Continent when George Washington was inaugurated. 

This view looks toward the Virginia State Exhibit. 
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THE FLORIDA BUILDING on the shore of Fountain Lake depicts a strip of Florida Beach 
with a Florida Clubhouse and garden. A carillion in the tower and a talking statue 
of Ponce de Leon welcomes visitors, and the exhibit shows Florida’s advance in 
art, science and industry, and her facilities for health and recreation. 
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NORTH CAROLINA emphasizes in its beautiful building the recreational facilities of the 
Great Smoky Mountains; the state’s industrial and agricultural development, 
its color and balance of qualities. 


THE STATE OF MISSOURI in its massive building makes a deep bow to Mark Twain, 


its favorite son. Exhibits range widely, showing Missouri's interests and industries. 
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THE TEXAS BUILDING presents a replica of the famous “Alamo,”’ lasting symbol of the 
fight for freedom. All her past is displayed in exhibits, Cradle of the Cattle 
Industry of the West, Scenes of Pioneering, Land of Missions. 
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THE WEST VIRGINIA EXHIBIT emphasizes its industrial growth and its strong scenic 
attractions through the medium of painted and photographic murals. Washington's 
activities in the West Virginia country form a major phase of the historical exhibit. 


THE STATE OF GEORGIA houses its exhibit in a building patterned on the Colonial lines 
of the deep South. Tara, home of Scarlet O'Hara in “Gone with the Wind,”’ was 
used as a basis for the plan of the building. The exhibits tell the story 
of the State’s many advantages and opportunities. 


THE NEW ENGLAND EXHIBIT combines five New England States and consists of a repro- 
duction of a wharf and dock warehouse and a replica of a venerable schooner 


which brought trade goods of the world to such a wharf in the great days of 
New England sail. Massachusetts, Connecticut, New Hampshire, Rhode 


Island and Vermont are the states represented. 


“THE CELESTIAL SPHERE" of Paul Manship in the Court of States showing a portion 


of the State of Maine Buiiding. 


THE NEW YORK STATE BUILDING is a great permanent amphitheatre belonging to the State, but devoted to amusement purposes. Directly 
in front is a temporary building which houses the Empire State Exhibit. Here is New York in many of its countless 


interesting aspects. 


THE NEWEST IN BRIDGES is this highly novel structure leading from the Administration 
Building to the Fair proper. 


THE ADMINISTRATION BUILDING OF THE FAIR is a splendid air-conditioned, scien- 


tifically-designed building housing the executive offices of the Fair.

THE LARGEST SUNDIAL IN THE WORLD is located on Constitution Mall and alle- 
gorically depicts the spinning of the web of life throughout the passing 
hours of the day. 


THE HALL OF MUSIC seats 2500. The auditorium is egg-shaped, without balconies or 
interior columns, thus affording perfect sight lines and acoustics. It is air-conditioned 
and has a stage thoroughly equipped for any sort of theatrical performance.

THE GENERAL MOTORS EXHIBIT is actually four buildings wherein the whole field of General Motors Enterprise is reviewed in spectacular 


fashion. Norman Bel Geddes’ huge diorama is a special attraction and is viewed from the unique line of moving chairs. 
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THE FORD MOTOR CO. BUILDING is keyed to the “Cycle of Production’? which shows how raw materials are turned into finished automo- 


biles. This is done through the medium of animated puppets, murals and huge presses. 


THE AVIATION BUILDING has been designed to give visitors the impression of their arrival at a large and busy airport. The central portions 


display the latest type planes and even the Plane of Tomorrow.

THE COURT OF RAILROADS, where the old and new cf railroading meet in a sixteen-acre display of locomotives, trains and the men who 


make them run. 
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THE STAR PYLON is a great shaft of varnished wood reaching approximately 130 feet 
into the air and is located at the northern end of the Communications Building. 
It is made of Douglas fir and is illuminated by tube lighting behind shields.

THE CHRYSLER BUILDING sums up the whole drama of transportation, the story of 


man’s progress from the foot-path to the stratosphere designed by Raymond Loewy. 


THE BRIDGE OF FLAGS leads colorfully to the Court of Railroads. It is one of the most 
popular spots at the Fair, for it offers an unrivalled view of the 
Trylon and Perisphere. 
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THE BUILDING OF MARINE TRANSPORTATION is identified by two huge ship prows 
of blue eighty feet high and it faces the Court of Ships. Exhibits emphasize the 
importance of shipping in American life. Full-size yachts, cruisers 
and speed boats are on displav. 
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THE STANDARD BRANDS INC. EXHIBIT showing Chase and Sanborn’s Dated Tower 
and the Fleishman’s Yeast Pavilion. Another two Pavilions show displays of Royal 
Desserts, Chase and Sanborn’s Coffee and Tender Leaf Tea. 


“THE RIDERS OF THE ELEMENTS,” by Chester Beach, which stands at the intersection of 


the Avenue of Transportation and the Court of Ships. 


THE UNITED STATES STEEL EXHIBIT is housed in this sixty-six foot high stainless steel hemisphere which uses structural steel members on the 


exterior of the structure. Within is keyed the theme “Steel Thinks Ahead.” 


THE HALL OF METALS is devoted to heavy industries. It is triangular in shape and its 
main facade faces on the Theme Plaza. An open court is used for open-air 
exhibits and the building also houses a restaurant and concessions 
and half an acre of exhibit space. 
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THE FOOD EXHIBITORS BUILDING covers an acre and one quarter on Constitution 
Mall. Its exterior is a brilliant red, relieved by red and white murals by Pierre 
Bourdelle. The great circular hall is broken by massive entrance pylons.

THE PETROLEUM INDUSTRY EXPOSITION fronts on the Avenue of Pioneers and is 
plainly landmarked by a towering oil derrick in actual operation. Sponsored by 
fourteen major oil companies, this exhibit shows the Industries’ con- 
tribution to the advance of civilization during the past eighty years.

THE HALL OF COMMUNICATIONS is situated on the Court of Communications. Flanked 
by twin pylons 160 feet high; the facade is adorned with Eugene Savage's 
giant mural which depicts some of the means of communication. 
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THE CONSUMERS’ BUILDING is situated on the Avenue of Pioneers and Constitution 
Mall and is adorned with seven huge murals, the work of Scott Bradford. 
The exhibit stresses the problem of making abundance and 
its comforts accessible to all. 


THE CORONA ENTRANCE TO THE FAIR — one of the several convenient entrances 


to this mighty show. 


THE FOUNTAIN SPECTACLE OF FIRE AND WATER, caught iust at a moment when 
fountain jets and towers of flame rise 150 feet above the Lagoon of Nations to 


a setting of splendid music, colored lights and fireworks. 


THE BUSINESS SYSTEMS BUILDING exhibits the complicated array of machinery which keeps the wheels of modern business turning and 


features seven murals by Dunbar Beck and John M. Sitton. 


THE ELECTRIC UTILITIES BUILDING, situated on the Plaza of Light, is dominated by a 
150-foot transmission tower in the forecourt near the entrance. Known as 
the “Forward March of America,” the Exhibit is symbolic of 
the Industry’s role in the progress of the nation. 
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THE HOUSE OF JEWELS at Hamilton Place and Constitution Mall in the shadow of the 
Statue of Washington exhibits the Wealth of a Croesus, in its displays of 
diamonds, pearls, sapphires, opals, rubies and emeralds. 
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THE DU PONT WONDER WORLD OF CHEMISTRY is identified by a spectacular 105- 
foot tower, representing the complex apparatus used in chemical laboratories. 
Scores of laboratory and plant processes never before shown to the 
public are on display here. 


THE GOODRICH BUILDING faces the Avenue of Transportation and comprises two wings 
that curve away from its main entrance. It features dare-devil drivers, 
demonstration of Goodrich tires and other rubber products. 
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THE YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK is situated on Hamilton Place, sixty yards west of the George 


Washington Statue and is symbolic of the Association Theme ‘‘Friendship.”’

THE TEMPLE OF RELIGION is on John Jay Street and is of modern ecclesiastical design 
—a practical demonstration to the world that America is not only maintaining 
her religious heritage of freedom of worship, but is also projecting 
it into her future life.

THE PUBLIC HEALTH AND SCIENCE BUILDING, located on Hamilton Place, is the 
Focal exhibit on Science and Education, built with the purpose of presenting 
ideas rather than promoting institutions.

THE BUILDING OF CONTEMPORARY ARTS presents “Art of the United States Today,” 
the most representative exhibition of the work of living American painters, 
sculptors and printmakers ever assembled.

THE TEXTILE BUILDING is this ultra-modern structure covering an acre and a half of 
ground adjacent to the Long Island Railroad Station. It contains displays of 
clothing, fabrics, patterns and textile machinery.

THE WESTINGHOUSE BUILDING surmounted by an imposing tower is shaped like a 


rounded horseshoe. Many modern marvels are included in this exhibit 
on the Plaza of Light.

THE AMERICAN TELEPHONE AND TELEGRAPH BUILDING is located immediately 
north of the Theme Center. It features a Demonstration Call Room where 
visitors are chosen by lot and invited to make long distant calls 
to any listed telephone in the United States. 
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THE COSMETICS BUILDING presents the exhibits of a number of perfumery and cos- 


metic manufacturers.

THE SCHAEFER CENTER, in Lincoln Square, features a 120-foot bar which is set back 


from the tall columns fronting the main entrance. 


THE GENERAL ELECTRIC BUILDING bordering on the Plaza of Light is distinguished

THE BORDEN CO. EXHIBIT faces the Statue of George Washington on Constitution Mall.

THE RADIO CORPORATION OF AMERICA BUILDING faces the Avenue of Patriots 
and is shaped like a giant Radio Tube. The interior exhibits include demonstrations 
and displays which portray the company’s principal activities in the 
field of communication. 


THE SWIFT AND COMPANY EXHIBIT is the shape of a huge frankfurter. It houses 
displays of the company’s chief products, including a frankfurter factory 
in action and a ham and bacon curing exhibit. 
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THE DISTILLED SPIRITS INSTITUTE features a laboratory where chemists perform tests 


and experiments. Murals and dioramas trace the industry in America from 


colonial times down to the present. 


THE ELECTRICAL PRODUCTS BUILDING, situated on the Street of Wings, displays all 


sorts of electrical appliances and includes exhibitors from nearly every field 


of electrical equipment manufacture. 


SCENE IN AMUSEMENT AREA, which covers 280 acres. Here the Fair presents 


streamlined festivity for the “World of Today.”
